I. Claims 1-21 , 43, 45-66 and 89, drawn to a method of molding classified in 
class 264, subclass 101. 

II. Claims 22-42, 44, 67-88 and 90, drawn to a system for molding classified 
in class 425, subclass 504. 

III. Claims 91-100, drawn to an aircraft, classified in class 244, subclass 123. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process can make a variety of other 
composite materials other than a wing panel. Additionally, the composite wing panel 
can be made by any one of the many well know methods found in class 264. 

Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process can be 
practiced with another materially different product, such as one that requires manually 
placing and removing the material stack in/from the mold. 

Inventions II and III are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the

apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case the wing panel can be clearly made by any one of a variety of systems identified in 
class 425/504. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
